The Federal Correctional Institution (FCI) , Ray 
Brook, New York began utilizing a new telephone monitoring 
system on July 9, 1992. As gf that date inmates could only 
call phone numbers on their approved telephone list rather 
then place collect calls to whomever would accept them, as was 
previously the case. The maximum duration of a call is 
fifteen minutes after which an inmate may redial the number 
called. An inmate cannot make calls without having money in 
his commissary account which is tied into the telephone 
system. Money is deleted from the inmate's commissary account 
as a call progresses. The telephone calls are stored on tape 
for a period of about nine months and may be retrieved through 
use of a subpoena.
